To  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Eaton  in  the  County  of  Car- 
roll, in  said  State,  qualified  to  vote  in  Town  Affairs: 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Eaton  Town  Hall  in  said 
Eaton,  on  Tuesday,  the  seventh  day  of  March,  next  at  nine  of  the 
clock  in  the  forenoon,  to  act  upon  the  following  subjects: 

1.  To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Officers  for  the  year  ensuing. 

2.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary  to  defray 
town  charges  for  the  ensuing  year  and  make  appropriations  of  the 
same,  includioig  town  officers'  salaries,  town  officers'  expenses,  elec- 
tion and  registration  expenses,  expenses  of  the  Town  Hall  and  other 
buildings,  perambulation  of  town  lines.  Social  Security,  police  de- 
partment, fire  department,  insurance,  planning  and  zoning,  damages 
and  legal  expenses.  Civil  Defense,  health  department,  vital  statistics, 
town  dvmip,  town  maintenance  (summer,  winter  &  general  expenses), 
street  lighting,  town  road  aid,  town  poor,  old  age  assistance,  parks 
and  playgrounds,  cemeteries,  interest  and  payments  on  debt. 

3.  To  see  if  the  town  will  authorize  the  selectmen  to  borrow 
money  in  anticipation  of  taxes  if  necessary. 

4.  To  take  the  sense  of  the  qualified  voters  whether  the  amend- 
ments of  the  Constitution  proposed  by  the  1971  Session  of  the  Gen- 
eral Court  shall  be  approved. 

5.  To  see  if  the  town  will  authorize  the  selectmen  to  borrow 
money  for  the  purpose  of  erecting  a  town  garage. 

6.  To  see  if  the  town  will  authorize  the  acceptance  of  federal 
and  other  filnds  for  the  acquisition  of  land  now  owned  by  S.  D. 
Warren  Company,  bounded  approximately  by  the  Bend  Road,  the 
Freedom  line,  Shepard's  River,  and  the  Maine  line. 

7.  To  see  if  the  town  will  accept  as  a  town  road  the  road  from 
the  Conway  hne  to  Cove  Camping  Area,  provided  such  road  meets 
the  selectmen's  specifications. 


8.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  become  a  member  of  the 
regional  planning  commission,  to  be  organized  and  named  the  North- 
ern Regional  Planning  Commission.  This  Commission  will  have  mem- 
bership of  at  least  two  municipalities  and  will  have  jurisdiction  over 
the  planning  region  delineated  by  the  Office  of  State  Plannfng.  The 
objective  of  the  Commission  will  be  to  plan  for  and  encourage  re- 
gional planning  analysis,  provide  consensus  on  major  problems  of 
regional  concern  and  to  assist  in  the  effectuation  of  projects  within, 
and  which  extend  beyond,  the  boundaries  of  a  particular  town. 

The  Commission  will  have  only  the  authority  conferred  on  it  by 
Chapter  36:45-53,  Revised  Statutes  Annotated,  1955,  and  will  be  an 
advisory  commission  to  local  government  in  the  region.  Members  of 
the  Commission  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Selectmen  in  accordance 
with  State  Law.  Two  representatives  will  be  appointed  from  the 
Town  of  Eaton. 

9.  To  act  upon  any  other  business  that  may  legally  come  be- 
fore this  meeting. 

10.  Polls  close  at  6  p.m.

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REPORT  OF  CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 


During  1971,  thirty-three  old  cars  were  removed  from  the  town. 
Water  samples  taken  from  various  locations  showed  quality  to  be 
generally  satisfactory. 

The  acquisition  of  the  Foss  Mountain  property  was  completed 
and  a  gate  was  erected  to  prevent  unauthorized  persons  from  driving 
cars  and  motorcycles  to  the  summit.  We  have  also  acquired,  through 
the  generosity  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Keith  Henney,  approximately  one 
hundred  and  seventy-five  acres  adjoining  the  Foss  Mountain  prop- 
erty. 

The  Town  Forest  has  been  surveyed  and  mapped  and  copies  of 
the  map  are  available.  Aerial  maps  of  the  entire  town  were  obtained 
and  turned  over  to  the  Selectmen.
